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80 factory jobs, 40 store jobs, but 200 FI workers face dole 
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THERE was a double-edged sword, 
when it came to news on employment 
in the town, this week. 

The announcement of 80 new jobs at an 
American multinational firm, which was 
planning to pump £30m into its Banbury 
factory, and a further 40 jobs at Home 
Bargains - one of the new stores in Banbury 
Cross Retail Park - was tempered when the 
local Marussia FI Team revealed it had 
ceased trading, leaving 200 workers on the 
dole. 

At first it emerged that the racing team 
had placed itself on next year's Formula 1 
entry list, despite being in administration - 
taken by some as a vote of confidence. 

But in a shock turn of events, London- 
based administrators FRP Advisory 
announced on Friday that it had failed to 
secure an investment to rescue the firm. 

FRP partner Geoff Rowley said the 
decision was "deeply regrettable". 

He said: "Whilst the team made 
significant progress during its relatively short 
life, operating an FI team requires 
significant ongoing investment. 

"Sadly no solution could be achieved to 
allow for the business to continue in its 
current form. 

"As joint administrators our immediate 
focus will be to assist staff who have lost 
their jobs and provide them with the 
necessary support." 

The team would not be joining others at 
the final two Formula 1 races of the year, he 
added.

An FRP spokesman said administrators 
had been working "round the clock" to 
secure investment, but to get to the end of 
this year's FI season at least several million 
pounds were needed. 

A number of interested parties came 
forward and two deals of a "serious" nature 
were understood to have been on the table, 
which is why staff were asked to stay on 
over the last two weeks. 

But now employees - who have only 
been paid up to the end of last month - are 
to be given forms for claims and redundancy 
payments. 

A sale of the team's assets will take place. 

Banbury MP Sir Tony Baldry said: "I think 
Marussia not unreasonably hoped that 
somewhere in the world someone wanting 
enhanced global brand recognition would 
be interested in sponsoring them. 

"But sadly this did not happen. 

"However, I would very much hope that 
the team's specialised engineers will find 
employment in the automobile industry 
elsewhere." 

The buoyant coffee industry, however, was 
given a boost in Banbury as Mondelez 
International announced plans to expand its 
operations in making Tassimo beverage 
capsules, for coffee-making machines. 

The factory, now more than 50 years old, 
produces coffee brands including Kenco, 
Carte Noire and Maxwell House. 

Company senior vice-president Phil 


Hodges said: "Tassimo is a key driver of 
growth for our European coffee business, so 
this opportunity is a great one for Banbury. 

"The investment is part of our vision to 
manufacture our products on state-of-the-art 
lines that will enable us to meet growing 
demand." 

The money will fund two new Tassimo 
coffee production lines at Banbury, to be 
installed next year. 

The other piece of good news came from 
Home Bargains, which said it would be 
investing £500,000 in its new store at 
Banbury Cross Retail Park. 

The new homewares premises is due to be 
opened on Saturday by town mayor Sean 
Woodcock and create up to 40 new jobs. 

Operations director Joe Morris said: "We're 
excited to be opening our first store in 
Banbury, and look forward to welcoming 
new customers through our doors." 
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County health groups meet to thrash out single care plan 


A PROPOSAL for NHS and social 
services leaders to work to a 
single plan for how services will 
be provided will be discussed 
today. 

Oxfordshire Health and 
Wellbeing Board will discuss 
moves towards a “single health 
and social care plan”. 


The plan would include the 
Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which 
makes most NHS funding 
decisions, and Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust, which runs 
major hospitals like the Oxford’s 
John Radcliffe. 

Also included would be 


Oxfordshire County Council, which 
decides where social care cash is 
spent, and Oxford Health NHS 
Foundation Trust, which provides 
community and mental health 
services. 

The plan is aimed at co¬ 
ordinating where money is spent, 
known as commissioning, and 


how services are provided. The 
four groups spent about £1.2bn a 
year combined. 

The board will be asked to 
agree the principles underlying 
this which include detecting 
medical conditions early, providing 
care outside hospital, making joint 
decisions about spending and 


protecting patient confidentiality. 

A report to the board said: “This 
approach will help to coordinate 
commissioning and delivery of key 
health and social care services, 
and drive coherence and 
integration across the system.” 

The board will meet at County 
Hall, New Road, Oxford from 2pm.

■ 1,000th defibrillator put on new phone app 


AMBULANCES have celebrated 
the addition of the 1,000th 
defibrillator to a mobile device 
app, which advises users where 
the nearest life-saving device is 
stored. 

South Central Ambulance Service 
NHS Foundation Trust said the AED 
Locator app was a "significant step" 
towards saving lives. 

Anyone can use one of the 
defibrillators to shock the heart back 
to life in people who are suffering a 
cardiac arrest. 

Emergency operators give people a 
code to unlock the devices, which 
then offer recorded verbal instructions

on how to use them. It was the first 
ambulance trust in the UK to launch 
the app in September 2013 and it is 
hoped defibrillators will provide vital 
help in rural areas. 

Ambulance response times are 
typically slower in rural areas as 
crews are concentrated in cities, 
where demand is higher. 

The app uses GPS - a locator 
device inside mobile phones - to 
direct people to the nearest device 
and also includes information on how 
to perform CPR. 


Yet the service said the first thing 
people should do in an emergency is 
call 999. 

The service covers Oxfordshire as 
well as Berkshire, Buckinghamshire 
and Hampshire. 

Professor Charles Deakin, a 
divisional medical director, said: "The 
addition of the 1,000th AED to the 
app database is a major achievement 
in developing this app and marks a 
significant step in improving the 
chances of surviving a cardiac arrest 
for patients in the South Central 
area." 

The app is available in the Apple 
and Google online stores.

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Disabled 
may get 
personal 
care cash 

PEOPLE with learning disabilities 
will get a budget to spend on 
their care under plans unveiled 
by council leaders. 

The move - aimed at reducing 
the amount of time people spend 
in care facilities in favour of 
community support - is part of a 
consultation that opened this 
week. 

Oxfordshire County Council's 
"Big Plan 2015 - 2018" covers 
the 11 ,000 people in the county 
who have learning disabilities, 
including 2,000 who are 
supported by the council. 

It also said it would make 
efforts to get people into work 
and volunteering to "enable 
them to meet their personal 
goals" and live independently. 

The council's chief in charge 
of adult social care, Judith 
Heathcoat, said: "The initial 
feedback is that people want 
more independence and choice. 

"That is something that we 
have taken on board when 
coming up with these proposals, 
which offer support for people to 
volunteer and work and also to 
help them to live in their own 
homes." 

The consultation said it must 
save money as its £67.5m 
budget is set to overspend by 
£4.1 m this year. Health leaders 
put in an extra £12.2m. 

Bryan Michell, co-ordinator of 
the Oxford disability charity My 
Life My Choice, said those with 
"less extreme disabilities" faced 
being hit by savings. 

He added: "It's about 
encouraging people to take risks 
and getting disabled people out 
in the community, not being 
stuck in day care centres, which 
are often mundane." 

A public meeting on the plans 
will be held at Banbury Town 
Hall on Wednesday, December 
10, at 11 am, and at County Hall, 
Oxford, on Tuesday, January 6, at 
6.30pm.

AS the daughter of a former 
Government minister, the 
Conservative's choice to 
represent Banbury at next year's 
General Election has politics in 
her blood. 

Victoria Prentis was selected on 
Saturday by party members to 
replace retiring Sir Tony Baldry - MP 
since 1983 - at next May's poll. 

Her father is Tim Boswell, who 
was a junior minister at Department 
of Education and the Ministry of 
Agriculture between 1992 and 
1997. 

He was MP for Daventry, 
Northamptonshire, from 1987 to 
2010 before taking a seat in the 
House of Lords. 

The Aynho-raised candidate said: 
"I was out with a ribbon and leaflets 
when I was just a toddler. There are 
some charming photographs." 

The Somerton mum-of-two turned 
to politics after being a Government 
barrister for the last 1 7 years, 
focusing on security and the 
military. 

She said: "I have had a politically 
restrictive job as a civil servant, so 
until now my work in North 
Oxfordshire has been mainly behind 
the scenes fundraising locally for the 
party." 

Mrs Prentis, mother to Tilly, 13, 
and Cressida, 11, was chosen by 
members of North Oxfordshire 
Conservative Association from a 
shortlist of four women. 

Party chiefs made a point of 
saying that an all-women shortlist 
had not been imposed on the 
process. 

She said: "It's always going to be 
a privilege to be a representative 
wherever you come from, but to do 
it for your home town is really very 
moving. 

"Living here with my family 
makes it so much easier to represent 
the area. I don't need to learn local 
issues, I was just brought up being 
aware of them." 

A key issue is planning, she said. 
"We have really reaped the benefits 
of the Government's work on jobs. 
We have a very low unemployment 
rate. 

"It's managing growth and 
planning for success. I'm very keen 
on putting the plan in planning. It's 
important we step back a bit and 
look at infrastructure. 

"We're going to need a new 
school in both Banbury and 
Bicester." 

If elected, she pledged "constant 
vigilance" over services at the 
Horton General Hospital - where 
she was born - and caring for the 
elderly. 

She said: "We have an ageing 
population and we need to make 
sure care is up to scratch. They also 
need to be integrated into the rest of 
society and get out and about."

The Cherwell District Council 
member said all electors should 
have had a vote in the selection 
through an "open primary". 

He wrote: "It really has been a 
missed opportunity to have a 
candidate to appeal to the wider 
community." 

He said: "Victoria Prentis is 
definitely not the right choice. 

"The other three on the shortlist 
had fought elections before. 

"She hasn't even been a 
councillor." 

Association spokesman Chris 
Rowland said it would be raising the 
issue of Mr Sames's "disappointing" 
post with him, adding that "no one 
else had expressed any concerns 
about the process." 

• The Green Party have announced 
their Parliamentary candidate for the 
2015 General Election. 

Yarnton resident and 
environmental activist Ian Middleton 
will be contesting the Banbury seat. 

Mr Middleton was previously 
fielded as a Cherwell District 
Council candidate for Kidlington 
South in May 2014. He came in last 
with 5.2 per cent of the vote. 

Other candidates include: Labour

'Disgrace' of pay for call goes out for 
county care workers yea rnominations 


AN Oxfordshire MP has claimed some of 
the county's home care workers were 
being illegally paid below the minimum 
wage. 

MP Andrew Smith raised the issue at a 
debate in Westminster Hall last week. 

He said a survey by the National Audit 
Office had identified 220,000 people were 
being illegally paid below the minimum 
wage. 

Mr Smith claimed that 
in six out of 14 areas in 
Oxfordshire, the county 
council was not paying a 
sufficient wage, even 
though it had pledged to 
pay staff above the "living 
wage". 

But he praised the 
county council for phasing 
out 15-minute visits. 

Mr Smith also said some 
residents' parking zones 
were forcing home care 
workers to risk fines and 
called for them to have 
passes. 

He told MPs in 
Westminster Hall: "Using 


the dodges of zero-hour contracts and 
bogus self-employment, more than half of 
home care companies pay workers only 
for the exact time they spend in clients' 
homes, with no pay for travel time and no 
travel allowance. 

"They go unsupervised into the homes 
of the most frail, make sure they take the 
right drugs, help them with washing and 
the toilet, prepare their meals and often 
provide the only human 
warmth and 
companionship an 
elderly person will have 
all day. 

"For all that, many are 
paid only £6 or £7 an 
hour, with no guaranteed 
work. The way many are 
treated is an utter and 
shameful disgrace." 

Minister for State at 
the Department for 
Health, Norman Lamb, 
said part of the solution 
could come from getting 
more community 
volunteers to help with 
home care.

ALMOST £7m of extra 
funding for council 
departments were 
approved last week 
amid rising demand for 
services - including 
the protection of 
children. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council bosses asked 
councillors to approve 
extra funds because of 
major overspends in 
children's and adult social 
care. 

Councillors at a full 
council meeting agreed to 
transfer £5.944m from 
contingency and reserves 
and £850,000 from grant 
funds. 

It comes after council 
leader Ian Hudspeth 
warned that the rising 
demand for services was 
making it harder than ever 
to balance the books. 

The call was backed by 
Labour shadow cabinet 
member for children and 
adult services Gill 
Sanders. 

She also called for 
more Government 
funding. Services were 
facing more pressure than 
ever as more vulnerable

people were identified in 
the wake of Thames Valley 
Police's Operation 
Bullfinch, she said. This 
was a joint investigation 
with the council in 2011 
into suspected serious 
sexual offences against 
children and young 
people in Oxford.

Adult social care is 
facing a £3.6m overspend 
at the end of this financial 
year and children's social 
care is facing an 
overspend of £5.5m. 

Last February it made 
£64m in cuts as the 
Government reduce its 
cash support to the 
council. 

The council's children, 
education and families 
budget for 2014/2015 is 
£103.3m. Its budget for 
social and community 
services is £214.1 m. 

From 2010/11 to 
2017/18, Government 
funding for its revenue 
budget - which pays for 
the running of services - 
will fall by 39 per cent, or 
£96m.

Verdict on drinks death 


A CARER died after drinking so much 
alcohol she was five-and-a-half times over 
the drink-drive limit, a coroner heard. 

Sally Lloyd, 53, of Woodhall Drive, 
Banbury, was found collapsed at home by 
her husband, David, on September 26, 
Police found no suspicious 
circumstances, coroner Darren Salter was 
told at Oxfordshire Coroner's Court. 

The mother-of-two was last seen alive 
by her son, Sean, on the evening of 
September 25 and was found collapsed in 
front of the TV, he said. 

Consultant pathologist Dr Elizabeth 
Soilleux said in a report that the cause of 


death was an alcohol overdose. 

The post-mortem examination found 
456mg of alcohol in 100ml of blood. The 
maximum allowed under drink-driving 
laws is 80mg. 

Other possible factors for her death 
included dementia, diabetes and asthma 
and there was a small possibility of 
cardiac arrythmia, or an epileptic fit, she 
said. 

Mr Salter said: "There was an overdose 
which was clearly not intended, but did 
have the effect of leading to toxicity." 

He recorded in his verdict that Mrs 
Lloyd's death was alcohol-related.

A MOTHER has praised a 
nurse who helped care for 
her four-year-old daughter 
who is battling cancer. 

Louise Sansom nominated 
paediatric oncology nurse Zoe 
Hines for a Hospital Heroes 
award after her daughter, Ella 
Maylor, was diagnosed with 
leukaemia last year. 

The awards were launched 
last year by the Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS 
Trust to coincide with the 
65th anniversary of the 
NHS. 

The trust runs Banbury's 
Horton General as well as 
Oxford's John Radcliffe and 
Churchill hospitals and the 
Nuffield Orthopaedic 
Centre. 

Mrs Sansom said the John 
Radcliffe Hospital nurse had 
provided her family with 
ongoing support since Ella left 
hospital in January. 

The full-time mother from 
Banbury added: "I was really 
delighted. It was really nice to 
know that she had been 
recognised and for someone to 
recognise the importance of her 
Job. 

"I think it would be absolutely 
amazing if she won the Hospital 
Heroes award." 

The family first met Ms Hines, 
who travels to their home in the 
weeks Ella doesn't go to hospital 
to undertake blood tests and 
change Ella's dressings. 

Miss Sansom said without Ms 
Hines' visits the family would 
have to endure weekly 45- 
minute trips to the Oxford

hospital. 

She said: "Because she is not 
on the ward every day, her Job 
could Just be overlooked. But 
actually from our point of view, 
she is one of the most important 
parts. 

"She has made our lives 
hundreds and hundreds times 
easier because she comes to us. 

"I don't know if we would be 
as positive as a family and able 
to get on with life as we are. 

"Because we have that 
support from Zoe and knowing I 
don't have to worry about 
anything, it means that we feel a 
lot happier about the situation as 
a family. 

"She is Just always at the end 
of the phone. She will always 
make me feel better straight 
away. She is Just amazing and 
she is lovely with Ella." 

Although the youngster is now 
in remission, she faces 
chemotherapy sessions until 
March 201 6 to maintain her 
current condition. 

Miss Sansom said: "I think 
that was one of the hardest 
things to understand. That we 
knew we would have to have 
at least two years of treatment 
and that was going to have an 
impossible effect on our lives." 

Miss Sansom, 31, said Ella 
became ill in the month before 
she was diagnosed with cancer, 
suffering with frequent infections 
which did not improve with 
medication. 

After a series of blood tests,

Ella became a patient at 
Banbury's Horton Hospital on 
November 27 when medics 
became worried about her low 
blood counts. 

The youngster needed a blood 
transfusion soon after and was 
transferred to John Radcliffe 
Hospital before a bone marrow 
biopsy on December 2. 


But the next day, she was 
diagnosed with acute 
lymphoblastic leukaemia. 

Miss Sansom said: "We had 
never seen a GP as much as we 
had done and then suddenly to 
be an in-patient was a huge 
shock to all of us, especially 
with the build-up to Christmas. 

"I had all these plans I was 


going to do with the family in 
December and suddenly that 
was gone. It was heartbreaking." 

Ella, who attends Banbury's St 
Mary's Playgroup, then began 
chemotherapy before returning 
home Just before Christmas. 

The Hospital Heroes awards 
ceremony is set to take place 
exactly a year after Ella was 


diagnosed with cancer. 

Miss Sansom said: "It would 
be quite incredible of a date that 
we were not looking forward to 
turns out to be a really good 
day." 

Winners are set to be revealed 
on Wednesday, December 3, 
during the trust's annual staff 
awards evening.

Demand will rise because of seasonal 
diseases like flu and because colds can 
make existing conditions worse - like 
respiratory problems. 

County healthy authorities backed the 
national NHS Feeling Under the Weather 
campaign. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning

said: "A minor illness can get worse quickly. 

"Early advice really is the best advice. 

Your local pharmacist can help ease a minor 
illness, such as a bad cough or sore throat. 
They are a good alternative to seeing your 
GP." 

Those with a common cold should visit 
nhs.uk/asap and advice can also be sought 
from NHS 111, he said. 

Those over 65, pregnant women, people

with an underlying health condition like 
respiratory disease or those with weakened 
immune systems should get a flu jab, he 
said. 

"Seasonal flu is not the same as getting a 
cold, it can seriously affect your health and 
the risks of complication are greater if you 
have certain medical conditions." 

In 2013, some 93.23 per cent of patients 
were seen within four hours, against a 95 
per cent target, at Banbury's Horton Hospital 
and Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital. 

Clinical director Dr James Price said: "It is 
vital that A&E and ambulance services are 
able to help patients who are really unwell, 
so if you need medical help or advice, but it 
is not a life-threatening situation, think 
about whether to contact your local 
pharmacy, GP, first aid centre or minor 
injuries unit first."

Verdict on hip-op death 


A WIDOW died following an 
adverse reaction to a hip 
replacement operation, carried 
out after a fall, a coroner heard. 

Margaret Hudson, 75, of 
Chadlington, died at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital, Oxford, on 
May 27 after the operation. 

Consultant pathologist Dr Eve 
Fryer said as a result of the hip 
replacement operation Mrs 
Hudson suffered bone cement 


implementation syndrome. 

This leads to some fat and 
bone marrow contents being 
released into the blood stream. 

Dr Fryer added that 
contributory factors to Mrs 
Hudson’s death included heart 
failure, diabetes and chronic 
kidney disease. 

Oxfordshire coroner Darren 
Salter ruled that she died as a 
result of an accident.

THE Oxfordshire Playbus is 
expected to go into 
liquidation after 35 years. 

The charity has toured county 
schools, children's centres and 
made home visits in rural and 
deprived areas since 1979, 
helping more than 10,000 
people each year. 

But chairman of trustees Jon 
O'Neill told the charity's 
employees - believed to number 
eight - it was closing down the 
bus service. 

In an email he said: "It is with 
regret to announce the trustees 
have been advised to close 
down Oxfordshire Playbus 
because of the financial situation 
- which has been beyond our 
control. 

"This has been an extremely 
hard time for everyone involved 
and on behalf of the trustee 
board we wish to thank you all 
for your loyal and conscientious 
service to the organisation." 

He said they had instructed 
London chartered accountants 
Harris Lipman to assist in putting 
the Upper Heyford-based 
company into liquidation. 

Manager Martin Gillett 
described it as a "sad day". 

The famous blue bus aimed to 
give children and families a safe 
place to play and build self¬ 
esteem, confidence and 
creativity. 

It also offered parents and 
carers some respite and a 
chance to socialise. 

At the Heyford Park 
Community Centre, staff said 
they were given forms to claim 
redundancy payments. 

Ann Janes, a playworker for 
eight years at the charity, said: 
"We've been running these 
sessions for years. I've known 


some children since they were 
born. A lot of them live in 
isolated communities, maybe 
stuck in a village and they can't 
get to the nearest children's 
centre. 

"Some children talk about it 
all week. People are very sad 
and they're going to miss it." 

The charity also ran a youth 
bus on weekday evenings for 
teenagers in Bicester, funded by 
Bicester Village. 

Until recently it ran a 
"sensory bus" for people with 
disabilities including dementia. 

All three buses have been 
staples at Oxfordshire Play 
Association play days across the 
county for years and manager 
Martin Gillett said it was a "sad 
day". 

He said: "The sensory bus 
was amazing, the youth bus 
was fantastic at encouraging 
older children to come along 
and the playbus was like a 
massive blue circus tent. They 
were key players at our events, 
and it's a real shame because 
there is nothing like it." 

Tym Soper, who worked for 
the charity for 1 8 years and 
managed it for six until 
February, said: "People will be 
devastated." 

Mr Soper, 49, who is still 
chairman of the national 
playbus association, Working 
on Wheels, said a new scheme 
could "definitely" happen in 
Oxfordshire with the help of the 
national association. 

In its last financial report to 
the Charities Commision in 
2013, the company said it had 
an income of £233,433 in the 
year and had spent £307,774.

W riter-director Christopher 
Nolan shoots for the stars 
with a futuristic thriller, 
co-written with his brother 
Jonathan, about mankind's search 
beyond this galaxy for a new home 
to replace a dying planet earth. 

Epic in scope and wildly 
ambitious, Interstellar doesn't quite 
achieve its bold vision of a love 
story between a father and daughter 
set against the vast backdrop of 
mankind's final roll of the dice to 
avoid extinction. 

However, even when this grand 
futuristic adventure malfunctions, 
it's a deeply engrossing meditation 
on the ties that bind and the 
endurance of those emotional 
bonds across space and time. 

Nolan and cinematographer 
Hoyte van Hoytema have captured 
some of the most breathtaking 
vistas, including our first glimpses 
of a black hole or wormhole on 
large-format I MAX film. 

These sequences pack a mighty 
visual punch and powerfully 
convey how tiny and seemingly 
insignificant we are on our third 
rock from the sun. 

Composer Hans Zimmer, who 
collaborated with the London-born 
director on The Dark Knight trilogy, 
provides another bombastic 
orchestral score to complement the 


majestic imagery. Planet earth is 
dying: great dust clouds sweep 
across agricultural plains, ruining 
crops and making it impossible to 
breathe comfortably without face 
masks. 

"We used to look up and wonder 
about our place in the stars. 

"Now we just look down and 
worry about our place in the dirt," 
laments Cooper (Matthew 
McConaughey), a former test pilot, 
who toils the parched soil with his 
15-year-old son Tom (Timothee 
Chalamet) and ten-year-old 
daughter Murph (Mackenzie Foy). 

Cooper answers a call from 
Professor Brand (Michael Caine) to 
lead a mission to locate a new 
planet capable of sustaining human 
life. 

"We're not meant to save the 
world. We're meant to leave it," 
explains Brand, whose scientist 
daughter Amelia (Anne Hathaway) 
will be part of the four-strong crew 
along with astrophysicist Romilly 
(David Gyasi) and pilot Doyle (Wes 
Bentley). 

Leaving his brood in the care of 
his father-in-law (John Lithgow), 
Cooper undertakes the most 
important mission in human history, 
knowing that failure would mean 
certain death for the people he 
loves. 

Interstellar retains a tight focus 
on the characters without 
sacrificing the adrenaline-pumping 
thrills that fans expect from director 
Nolan.

NEVER mind the suggestion that 
bottles of alcohol should carry 
health warnings — there are cars 
that ought to be plastered with 
them.

RAV4, Toyota GB is up 4.5% versus 
last year. In total, 22.5% of those sales 
were petrol-electric hybrids. The Auris 
Hybrid has sold 20.6% more units 
than at this point in 2013, and its 
popularity has grown to include 
almost half of Auris sales in the UK.

Drivers urged to shop around for cover 


DRIVERS in the UK are failing to 
save £2bn by not shopping 
around for the best insurance 
deal and simply going with 
their automatic renewal 
instead. This means, on 
average, 8.2 million drivers in 
the UK are each missing out on 
saving £222.66. 

A study has found 36% of drivers 
have been with the same 
insurer for three years or more 
and less than half of all drivers 
(46%) check their new quote 
against the previous year's to 
make sure they are getting the 
best deal. Many drivers assume 
the cheapest quote from the 


previous year will still be the 
cheapest when they renew. 

Other reasons cited by drivers for 
not changing insurer or seeking 
a better quote include it being 
too much hassle (21%), not 
wanting to change a Direct 
Debit (18%), and the fact their 
current insurer was good to 
deal (12%). Some drivers also 
said they lacked confidence to 
get a better deal (8%) and 
worried they might lose their 
no claims discount (8%). 

The research was carried out by 
Gocompare and their 
spokesman Lee Griffin said: 
"This time of year is always a 


busy time for insurance 
renewals and while not 
everyone will be changing their 
car this year, there will be 
millions of renewal notices 
already sitting on the nation's 
coffee tables and 'to-do' piles. 
Now is the time to be shopping 
around to try and get a better 
deal as many insurers will 
happily renew your insurance 
automatically unless you 
contact them to tell them 
otherwise.
